AUSTRALIA 
TAKING MORE 
IMMIGRANTS 


Australia is planning to 
take more immigrants in 
1951 than in any previous 
year. For the second year, 
British will be in the 


minority. 

The target is 200,000 people, 
10,000 more than the record 
number last year. Of these 80,- 
000 are expected to be British. 
Since the: war 475,000 people 
have emigrated -to Ausiralla; 
one in every 17 there Is a post- 
war arrival, : 

A large number is likely to 
be accepted from West Ger- 
many, where the excess popula- 
tion is estimated as between six 
and seven million. They com- 
prise people from East Germany, 
Sudeten Germans and families 
of German stock returned from 
Tron Curtain countries. 


As enemy aliens, they are 
now barred by Australia.” But 
early Inst year, Mr Holt, Mints- 
ter for Immigration, announced 
that — Australia would have to 
consider the extent to which 
German entry should be allow- 
ed. 


CANBERRA CONFERENCE

chemical derived from sea- 


weed, Laminarin, which it 


is hoped willbe a successful 
substitute for blood plasma 
and talcum powder, will be 
shown ‘to the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, Mr Hec- 
tor McNeil, when he opens 
a new laboratory, at - the 
Seaweed Research Institute 
at Inveresk, 
burgh. 


This use of the new chemical, 
which is a. type of seaweed 
starch, is now being investigated 

‘by solientists in London. 


At the institute it was poin- 
ted out that ifthe new chemical 
can be used for blood plasma, 
{t will considerably reduce de- 
mand for blood donors. The 
potentin! harvest of dried sea~ 
weed from the Scottish coasts 
next year, It was’ stated, was 
about. 200,000 tons, capable of 
producing about 40,000 tons of 
the new chemical. .
